These services would not be pos¬ 
sible, however, without highly 
trained staff. The increasing de¬ 
mand for health services has open¬ 
ed a large number of careers in 
this field—many of these oppor¬ 
tunities did not even exist 10 or 
20 years ago. In addition the more 
established fields of nursing, medi¬ 
cine and dentistry continue to be 
handicapped by a shortage of well 
trained people. 

It is my hope that those of you 
who are considering a career— 
or thinking of changing your pres¬ 
ent position — will take the oppor¬ 
tunities afforded by the National 
Health Week to investigate some 
of the possibilities for training 
and a career in one of the many 
fields of health.

March Employment 
Reasonably Good 

During a recent interview with 
Mr. Terry Robertson, manager of 
the National Employment Service 
x Blairmore, we were pleased to 
learn employment conditions have 
remained reasonably buoyant dur¬ 
ing the month of March. 

However, the NES officer was 
quick to point out that we are on 
the verge of spring break-up and 
i' is expected that the lumbering 
industry will be laying off work¬ 
ers very soon. Every effort should 
be made to re-employ these men 
*n other industry on a casual basis 
or on a full-time basis until they 
are able to return to their regular 
employment. 

Operating coal mines in the Pass 
are working at full capacity and a 
shortage of suitable workers is 
very evident in this industry. 

Young men to learn the opera¬ 
tion of “continuous miners” and 
qualified miners are in immedi¬ 
ate demand. 

Mr. Robertson stated th? fed¬ 
eral government’s new Manpow¬ 
er Mobility Program, which is an 
existing method of assisting an 
unemployed worker and his fam¬ 
ily to move from a place of low 
employment to a job in another 
area, has created no interest in 
the area. Private enterprise should 
be alert to the possible advant¬ 
ages obtainable through this new 
program. 

The demand for female workers 
lias been slow, although there are 
a number of fully experienced ap¬ 
plicants in this group seeking part 
; : me or full time employment. 

An analysis of the 260 unem¬ 
ployed male applicants currently 
registered with the NES indicate 
approximately 100 were in the old¬ 
er age groups seeking light or 
temporary work. An additional 
125 applicants were on temporary 
from touting and construct¬ 
ion operations in the area. The re¬ 
maining 35 applicants represent 
those actually unemployed and 
.seeking employment of a perman¬ 
ent nature.

REPORT No. 1- 

When I took over the job of or¬ 
ganizing Canada’s biggest celebra¬ 
tion in history, I ran into a num¬ 
ber of pessimists, even a few 
cynics. 

This is the sort of line they 
gave me: “Canadians aren’t noisy 
patriots. You’11 have a tough job 
stirring up much flag waving for 
1967.” 

Well, some of their facts were 
correct but the spirit in which 
those few pessimists presented 
their views to me was not what I 
accept as Canadian. I have travel¬ 
led long and far enough in this 
country to know that Canadians 
really have strong positive feel¬ 
ings about their country. 

I could agree with some of the 
statements by my pessimistic 
friends if they were in a different 
context. Canadians are not given 
to wild demonstrations of patriot¬ 
ism in their own country. Such 
things can embarrass us. I believe 
our kind of nationalism is more 
thoughtful than emotional and that 
is why I believe so fervently that 
our Centennial will be a success¬ 
ful and meaningful event in our 
history. 

Yes, we may have difficulty at 
times in deciding what we are, 
what we are for and what we are 
against in the world. But we know 
what home is and though we may 
be embarrassed to express it, we 
love our land. Perhaps I discov¬ 
ered this through travel abroad, 
when 1 met Canadians far from 
home. When we are world travel¬ 
ling we are more apt to open up 
and reveal to other people our in¬ 
ner thoughts about our country. 
One particular instance comes to 
my mind. I was breakfasting at a 
small hotel in London, England, 
a few years ago and became en¬ 


gaged in conversation with a young 
man across the table from me. 
He was a Canadian working at 
an airline office in London. With 
no prodding from me he poured 
cut all his thoughts about home 
and about Canada. 

“I’m not a nationalist,” he said. 
“In fact I’m agains tnationalism. 
I* causes a lot of trouble in the 
world. That’s why I like my coun¬ 
try. We’re not aggressive nation¬ 
alists. But really, mister,” he said 
"it’s hard to describe my feel¬ 
ings about my country.” 

He thought his feeling for his 
homeland was not just the house 
he was born in back in Ontario, 
nor was it necessarily his home 
■own. It was the lake country 
where he used to go on canoe 
trips in the summer, the big rush¬ 
ing rivers and the roads that go 
forever. 

“I always felt if I couldn’t find 
j job in Canada 1 could always 
go to the north country and trap 
and hunt — something one couldn’t 
do over here — and at least make 
a living,” he said. He admitted 
it was just a “fancy of the mind” 
-probably he’d starve — hut Can 
ada always gave him a feelin; 
of security, he said. “I always 
felt that the Rockies or the Gaspe 
wildernesses were mine, even 
though I didn’t go there every 
week-end. (I only saw the Rock¬ 
ies once).” 

The young man went on, ex¬ 
posing his mind and being very 
sentimental and patriotic. I thought 
to myself he probably would be 
far too inhibited and embarrassed 
to talk like that back home. 

From now to 1967 Canadians, as 
individuals and in groups, large 
and small, are finding ways to 
express their true feelings about 
Canada. I’ll tell you more about 
these in future reports. 


EASTER EGGS 

When your children search for 
colored eggs this Easter, they’ll 
be renewing a custom far older 
than Christianity. 

Eggs represent the new life that 
returns to earth every spring — 
around the time of Easter. The 
custom of exchanging eggs as part 
of the celebration began in ancient 
times. The ancient Persians often 
dyed eggs in the colors of spring 
and gave them to their friends as 
gifts. Some early peoples believed 
that the earth had hatched from 
a giant egg. 

World Book Encyclopedia says 
the early Christians of Asia and 
other eastern lands exchanged eggs 
at Easter. They colored the eggs 
red. 

Elaborate decoration became the 
rule In some eastern European 
lands. The Ukrainians are famous 
for their beautifully decorated 
Easter eggs. Each village makes 
its own design — fir trees, horses, 
priests’ robes, flowers, bell tow¬ 
ers, churches, chapels, etc. Resi¬ 
dents of Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Lithuania and other lands also are 
known for their highly decorated 
Easter eggs. 

In England, friends often ex¬ 
changed eggs at Easter, although 
nowadays these usually are choco¬ 
late eggs. The Irish break the long 
Lenten fast by eating eggs at dawn 
on Easter. 

Germans color eggs green on 
‘Green Thursday” — the Thursday 
before Easter — and carry the 
eggs all day for good luck. On 
Easter Monday the young people 
have an egg rolling contest. 

In Italy, a priest blesses the 
eggs on Easter. The eggs occupy 
the centre of the breakfast table, 
with other dishes arranged around 
them. 

In The Netherlands, children go 
from door to door during Holy 
Week collecting Easter eggs. 

Young and old alike play games 
involving eggs on Easter Monday. 

In Greece, World Book notes, 
people tap red eggs together as a 
greeting when they meet on East¬ 
er. The first person says “Christ 


is risen” and the second replies 
“He is truly risen”. 

In Bulgaria, on Easter Satur¬ 
day, people exchange eggs and 
baked almond cakes. In Hungary 
boys sprinkle girls with water on 
Easter Monday and receive East¬ 
er eggs in reward. 

Customs vary from land to land 
but colored eggs have been associ¬ 
ated with spring time since the 
dawn of history. 

Regional Recreafion 
Board Workshop 

On April 23, 1966, the first Re¬ 
gional Recreation Board Work¬ 
shop will be held in Lethbridge in 
order that recreation problems of 
.ill types may be discussed by 
representatives from each of the 
communities in Southern Alberta. 

Communities which do not have 
Recreation Boards have been con¬ 
tacted through the mayors, county 
counsellors and municipal district 
counsellors so that all may be pro¬ 
vided a forum in which to discuss 
recreation problems in order to re¬ 
solve them. 

It is the intention of this one- 
day workshop to discuss recrea¬ 
tion problems in the areas of arts 
and crafts, music, drama, athlet¬ 
ics, outdoor education and librar¬ 
ies. In addition, problems of fi¬ 
nance, construction planning and 
general administration of recrea¬ 
tion programs will be aired. 

One of the main problems to be 
discussed will be that of leader¬ 
ship development in each of the 
major areas of recreative endeav¬ 
or. The lack of recreation program 
leadership is a problem in most 
communities. 

A broken home is a terrible 
tragedy, which often might have 
been prevented, through a little 
more knowledge, a little more un¬ 
derstanding.
